"Drugs  are  not  well-suited  to  freeing  the  mind  and  only  increase 
or  exaggerate  emotions  already  present."  Dr.  Jonathan  Cole  con- 
tinues by  saying  he  is  uncomfortable  about  the  current  administra- 
tion of  behaviour-changing  drugs  because  not  enough  is  known 
about  their  long-term  effects.  He  goes  on  to  elaborate  on  the 
nature  and  use  of  tranquilizers,  sedatives,  stimulants,  anti-depres- 
sants and  the  psycho-mimetic  drugs.

British  novelist  and  physicist  C. P.  Snow  delivers  a  series  of  Godkin 
lectures  at  Harvard  in  1961  on  the  relationship  between  science 
and  government  in  the  technological  age.  He  deals  with  the  dangers 
inherent  in  development  of  super-weapons  without  consciousness 
of  their  ultimate  physical  and  moral  effects  on  those  who  use 
them,  as  well  as  the  victims.  Snow's  position  is  that  government 
leaders  should  be  scientifically-trained  humanitarians. 


TIZARD  AND  CHARWELL 
BB  0767. 0 1  57  minutes  $  12. 00 

Snow  illustrates  his  thesis  that  science  and  humanity  must  go 
hand  in  hand  by  describing  the  lives  of  two  British  scientific 
geniuses  who  became  important  defense  advisors  during  World 
War  II.  Sir  Henry  Tizard  met  F.A.  Lindeman  (later  Lord  Charwell) 
while  both  were  doing  post-graduate  work  in  Germany  about 
1908.  Tizard  stayed  in  the  academic  world  while  the  ambitious 
Lindeman  used  family  wealth  to  buy  his  way  into  the  Conserva- 
tive Party  establishment,  becoming  a  confidant  of  Winston  Chur- 
chill. By  the  mid-1930's,  realizing  Britain  was  desperately  vulner- 
able to  air  attack,  officialdom  set  up  a  high-priority  air  defense 
committee  chaired  by  Tizard  and  including  Lindeman,  thanks  to 
his  relationship  with  Churchill. 

THE  POLICY  CLASH

Tizard  and  Lindeman-Charwell,  former  friends,  soon  differed 
sharply  over  how  Britain  should  defend  herself  from  air  attack. 
Tizard  wanted  top-priority  development  of  radar  while  Charwell 
argued  for  infra-red  detection  and  "aerial  mines."  The  case  for 
radar  won  out  and  Charwell  was  forced  off  the  committee  but 
when  Churchill  became  prime  minister  in  1940,  his  friend  Char- 
well took  over  as  scientific  warlord  and  Tizard  was  removed. 
Charwell  developed  the  British  bombing  policy  that  attempted  to 
destroy  half  the  working-class  homes  of  Germany  in  18  months 
and  resulted  in  the  Dresden  fire-storm,  reckoned  as  one  of  the 
most  violent  acts  against  civilians  of  the  war.

This  enabled  Kepler  to  mathematically  describe  three  laws  of 
planetary  motion  which  proved  Copernicus'  theory.

Pickering  talks  about  the  life  and  work  of  Isaac  Newton,  who 
described  the  properties  of  color  and  light,  developed  the  reflect- 
ing telescope, and  formulated  the  Universal  Law  of  Gravitation. 
This  law  solidified  Copernicus'  theory  and  Kepler's  work  into  the 
foundation  of  modern  astronomy  that  led  to  Einstein's  theory  of 
relativity. 

HISTORY  OF  ASTRONOMY  VI

In  this  final  program,  Pickering  tells  the  story  of  the  life  and  work 
of  William  Herschel,  who  was  the  first  great  telescopic  observer. 
He  discovered  the  planet  Uranus,  which  doubled  the  size  of  the 
known  solar  system.  His  work  concentrated  on  the  stars,  which 
led  him  to  describe  the  shape  of  the  galaxy.  He  named  the  hazy 
patches  of  light  "nebulae,"  which  we  now  know  to  be  exterior 
galaxies.

THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  INTANGIBLES

Why  do  we  rape  the  earth  and  threaten  to  destroy  ourselves?  Dr. 
Charter  blames  scientists'  disregard  of  religion  or  metaphysics  for 
the  dimunition  of  personal  values  so  that  our  relationship  with 
nature  is  parasitic  and  antagonistic.  This  has  resulted  in  amoral, 
non-ethical  self-justification,  leading  to  such  evils  as  nuclear  over- 
kill. Dr.  Charter  sees  man,  dependant  on  useless  gadgets,  falling 
through  space  without  the  benefit  of  guidance  system  or  parachute. 

SCIENCE  AND  POLITICS

Despite  de- 
salinization  plants,  we  are  still  almost  totally  dependent  on  preci- 
pitation for  fresh  water.  Dr.  Charter  calls  recycling  systems  a 
necessity,  especially  in  the  Western  United  States,  and  recommends 
sewage  effluent  be  used  for  crop  irrigation  in  America  as  is  being 
done  in  Israel  and  Australia.  He  explains  the  often  confusing 
statistics  and  explores  future  world  needs  for  fresh  water,  esti- 
mated at  800  billion  gallons  a  day  by  the  year  2000. 

THE  LAND

Dr.  Charter  is  highly  critical  of  farming  methods  in  the  United 
States  where  the  officially-encouraged  tendency  is  for  heavily 
mechanized  farmers  to  "mine"  large  holdings  owned  by  some 
absentee  bank  or  super-corporation.  He  contrasts  this  with  nations 
like  China  or  Holland  where  the  land  is  more  productive  and 
equipment  much  simpler.  In  the  Netherlands,  1/10  the  size  of 
California,  the  crop  yield  is  as  large  as  California  and  90%  of  the 
Netherland  farms  are  less  than  50  acres.  He  also  warns  that  the 
lumber  industry  is  misrepresenting  the  number  of  trees  cut  down 
compared  to  acres  replanted.  Our  forests  are  not  a  renewable  re- 
source and  continued  abundance  of  food  and  fiber  depends  on 
increased  skill  in  growing  and  harvesting. 

THE  CHALLENGE  AND  THE  THREAT

The  white  man's  settlement  of  the  American  West  soon  resulted 
in  the  near  destruction  of  the  native  peoples  and  their  culture.  Dr. 
Charter  suggests  our  national  aspirations  traditionally  have  had 
little  to  do  with  individual  welfare  and  that  we  must  now  question 
those  who  threaten  mankind.  The  times  call  for  a  new  perspective 
to  meet  the  challenge  and  the  threat  of  decisions  made  by  com- 
puterized intellectual  bullies.

PROPHETS  OF  DOOM

Dr.  Charter  calls  Herman  Kahn,  author  of  On  Thermo-Nuclear 
War,  and  think-tanks  like  the  Rand  Corporation  "apologists  for 
mass  murder"  when  they  write  about  the  "acceptability"  of  50 
million  deaths  and  genetic  mutation  in  an  America  after  nuclear 
attack.  Charter  condemns  a  computer  logic  which  cannot  articu- 
late a  mathematical  value  for  humanity  and  quotes  the  critique  of 
Kahn's  work  by  James  Newman  in  Scientific  American.

AGRICULTURE

fact,  increasing  mechanization  in  America  has  forced  most  small 
farmers  out  of  business  and  giant  corporations  have  taken  over  the 
land.  Their  congressional  lobbies  are  strong  and  public  ignorance 
lets  them  exploit  and  abuse  the  soil  without  outcry.  Dr.  Charter 
compares  this  to  the  communal  farms  of  many  socialist  countries 
which  he  calls  obsolete  but  less  dangerous.  "Economic  manipula- 
tion that  results  in  the  dumping  of  food  in  America  is  obscene." 

RECUPERATION

Man  is  gambling  with  his  own  extinction.  Destructive  agricultural 
practices,  like  defoliation,  prevent  vital  recuperation  of  the  land. 
And  on  the  social  level,  a  decrease  in  the  recuperative  abilities  of 
mankind  has  led  us  into  the  age  of  anxiety.  Leisure  has  become  an 
energy-consuming  big  business.  And  rather  than  increase  social 
welfare,  the  U.S.  spent  $30  billion  plus  on  what  Dr.  Charter  calls 
"moon-mania",  to  impress  mankind  with  its  superiority  in  rocket 
weaponry. 

EXPANDING  COMPREHENSION

The  absurdity  of  our  age  is  that  man  hopes  to  retain  life  by 
threatening  death  to  others  and  to  himself.  Thus,  man  has  finally 
attained  the  unity  that  comes  from  facing  a  universal  threat.  Still, 
most  scientists  ignore  the  totality  of  mankind  and  concern  them- 
selves only  with  measurable  phenomena.  Dr.  Charter  quotes  the 
last  statement  written  by  Albert  Einstein  which  ends:  "Political 
passions,  once  they  have  been  fanned  into  flame,  exact  their 
victims." 


MORAL  FALLOUT

Man  cannot  escape  his  environment,  despite  fallout  shelters  and 
drug-induced  hibernation.  We  are  dependent  on  the  soil.  Yet  bio- 
logical warfare,  defoliation  and  destruction  of  crops,  is  a  well- 
researched  "defense"  area.  Pesticides  pose  a  fatal  threat  to  the 
95%  of  mankind  who  depend  directly  on  cereal  grains  for  their 
main  food  source.  Dr.  Charter  sees  the  moral  fallout  of  irresponsi- 
ble scientists  as  more  insidious  than  nuclear  fallout. 

REPRODUCTION

Misguided  scientists  have  already  begun  to  tamper  with  reproduc- 
tion and  Dr.  Charter  forsees  the  untimely  evolution  of  a  new 
species,  "homo  atomicus,"  more  easily  domesticated  by  those 
who  place  computer  logic  above  natural  instinct.  The  old  species 
is  prone  to  develop  symptoms  of  schizophrenia,  paranoia  and 
colitis  in  our  present  society  and  could  be  pre-empted  by  the 
products  of  artificial  insemination  from  officially  selected  "great 
men"  and  transplant  incubation  in  mechanical  or  animal  host- 
bodies.  Dr.  Charter  warns  that  man-made  systems  are  unqualified 
for  genetic  discrimination.

THE  PROMISE  OF  ABUNDANCE 
BB  1566.21  26  minutes  $12.00 

The  struggle  for  men's  minds  is  really  a  statistical  haggle  for  con- 
sumptive capacity  as  the  purchasers  of  material  plenty  at  a  price. 
Dr.  Charter  argues  that  many  cannot  pay  the  price  as  man  becomes 
subservient  to  mechanical  extensions  that  lead  only  back  to  the 
cave,  albeit  air-conditioned.  We  can  escape  this  doom  only  if  we 
reject  domesticated  timidity  as  dutiful  consumers  and  cherish  the 
wildness  in  human  nature. 

UNITING  SCIENCE

Dr.  Charter  calls  for  a  united  science  organization,  similar  to  the 
UN,  to  attack  basic  world  problems  without  the  handicap  of 
nationalism.  He  sees  vast  areas  of  "terra  incognita,"  including  the 
results  of  automation,  pollution  from  nuclear  power  plants  and 
effects  of  tranquilizers  and  other  drugs  heavily-promoted  by  the 
pharmaceutical  industry.  He  compares  the  latter  to  the  cheap  gin 
made  available  to  alienated  workers  in  early  industrial  England. 

THE  AGE  OF  CONFUSION

JEWISH  RESISTANCE  UNDER  THE  NAZIS

Although  many  Jews  went  to  Nazi  death  camps  unsuspecting  and 
unresisting,  there  was  a  sizeable  minority  who  fought  back  with 
arms  and  a  clandestine  press.  Hebrew  University  lecturer  Yehudah 
Bauer  has  done  extensive  research  on  the  Jewish  underground  in 
Poland,  Hungary,  Czechoslovakia,  the  Baltic  countries,  France 
(Jews  formed  part  of  the  IVlaquis),  and  Belgium  where  saboteurs 
actually  derailed  a  train  bound  for  Auschwitz.  In  this  conversa- 
tion, Bauer  details  the  dramatic  uprising  in  Vilna  where  Gestapo 
threats  of  total  destruction  turned  the  ghetto  populace  against 
their  own  underground.  The  ghetto  was  abandoned  and  militant 
Jews  escaped  to  the  forests  to  form  the  core  of  the  Lithuanian 
resistance.  Bauer  also  discusses  the  political  interplay  between 
Zionist,  left-wing,  and  Communist  groups,  and  the  role  of  Jewish 
collaborators.  1962. 

THE  DESTRUCTION  OF  EUROPEAN  JEWS

Political  Science  Professor  Raul  Hillberg  talks  about  his  book, 
which  is  a  study  of  the  enormous  bureaucracy  set  up  by  the  Nazis 
to  define,  locate,  transport,  rob  and  murder  five  million  Jews  in 
Germany  and  occupied  Europe.  Hillberg  makes  the  point  that 
many  Jewish  community  leaders  mistakenly  tried  to  cooperate 
with  the  SS  because  they  thought  accommodation  would  even- 
tually save  them.  He  contrasts  the  willingness  of  "good  Germans" 
who  took  part  in  the  mass  murder  to  the  refusal  and  opposition 
demonstrated  by  many  Italians.

An  interview  with  Gordon  Thomas,  co-author  of  Voyage  of  the 
Damned,  the  story  of  a  German  boatload  of  Jews  and  its  involve-

how  he  wanted  to  examine  the  human  aspects  but  because  every- 
thing had  been  reduced  to  statistics  it  was  difficult  to  say  any- 
thing-about  the  German  holocaust.

Almost  150  years  ago,  the  French  intellectual  de  Toqueville  pre- 
dicted the  U.S.  would  one  day  be  run  by  an  "aristocracy  of  manu- 
facturers." As  David  Riesman  suggests,  the  19th  century  social 
critic  was  writing  more  for  our  day  than  his  own,  and,  in  this 
series  of  talks,  he  tests  de  Toqueville's  visionary  writings  against 
the  reality  of  contemporary  American  culture,  de  Toqueville  for- 
saw  inflation,  predominance  of  the  U.S.  and  the  USSR,  rise  of  the 
military  elite  and  manager-class,  and  the  menacing  appeal  of 
racism  for  a  "democratic"  society  lacking  a  built-in  aristocracy 
with  feudal  traditions.

Americans  don't  get  very  much  out  of  their  leisure  time  and  this 
deficiency  is  related  to  prosperity's  dependence  on  military  pro- 
curement. The  Keyneisian  lunacy  of  "what's  good  for  G.M.  is 
good  for  the  country"  only  makes  things  worse  for  the  masses 
who  buy  consumer  goods  for  the  emotional  satisfaction  touted  by 
Madison  Avenue.  Riesman  also  suggests  there  are  few  Horatio 
Algers  left,  that  the  college-educated  lose  their  taste  for  acquisi- 
tion after  a  middle-class  level  of  affluence  is  reached. 

I  SURBURBAN  SADNESS

de  Toqueville  predicted  America's  culture  would  lose  ground  and 
the  oppressive  conformity  of  suburban  life  with  its  homogenized 
tastes  and  compulsive  social  patterns  has  borne  this  out.  Previously, 
our  cities  were  socio-cultural  catalysts  but  the  decentralization  of 
work  and  leisure  and  racial  fears,  among  other  causes,  have  di-iven 
many  to  a  psychologically  stifling  environment.

The  attitudes  of  college  seniors  of  the  late  '50's  and  early '60's 
toward  marriage,  children  and  life-styles,  reflect  the  basic  conser- 
vatism remarked  by  de  Toqueville  about  their  ancestors.

Describing  current  social  aims  as  "low  quality,"  he  says  there  is  a 
need  to  "discover  one's  own  mountain"  and  combat  the  "cult  of 
effortless  Nirvana"  symbolized  by  teenagers  driving  aimlessly  in 
their  parents'  cars.

Ammon  Hennacy  comes  out 
of  the  age  of  Eugene  V.  Debs  and  Big  Bill  Heywood  with  his  own 
anarchic  brand  of  religion  and  devotion  to  personal  liberty.  These 
three  speeches,  recorded  in  1963,  reveal  much  about  his  personal 
philosophy  as  well  as  details  of  his  life. 

"HOW  I  WENT  TO  JAIL"

Ammon  Hennacy,  one  of  the  unsung  heroes  of  American  radical- 
ism, talks  to  a  young  Berkeley  audience  about  his  life-long  strug- 
gle. Born  in  Ohio  near  the  West  Virginia  hills,  Hennacy's  grand- 
parents had  been  on  the  Underground  Railway  smuggling  runaway 
slaves  to  Canada.  He  was  25  when  the  U.S.  entered  World  War  I 
and  went  to  prison  for  refusing  to  serve  in  an  "unjust  war."

While  in  prison,  including  46  days  of  solitary  on  bread  and  water, 
Hennacy  read  the  Bible  avidly,  becoming  an  anarcho-pacifist  with 
strong  religious  convictions.  He  joined  the  Communist  Party  while 
attending  college  in  Oakland  in  1924.  The  following  year,  he  and 
his  wife  bought  a  farm  in  Wisconsin  where  they  raised  a  family 
but  he  lost  both  family  and  farm  in  the  Depression.  Hennacy 
then  took  a  job  as  a  New  Deal  social  worker  and  by  1937  was 
selling  the  radical  Catholic  Worker  newspaper,  usually  outside  a 
U.S.  Post  Office. 

"HOW  I  WENT  TO  JAIL  AGAIN" 

BB  0605. 03  25  minutes  $11. 00 

With  World  War  II,  Hennacy  (now  aged  50)  again  refused  to 
register  and  the  following  year  began  a  vigorous  campaign  against 
income  tax,  drawing  considerable  attention  (and  more  jail  time) 
from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  The  self-educated  migrant  once 
debated  economics  and  the  class  struggle  on  radio  with  a  Phoenix 
banker:  "He'd  graduated  from  Yale  and  I'd  graduated  from  jail, 
but  I  knew  what  I  was  talkin'  about."  During  the  1950's,  he 
picketed  missile  bases  and  air-raid  drills  with  activists  like  Dorothy 
Day.  He  tells  the  young  people  they  are  too  attached  to  their 
possessions  to  be  good  revolutionaries.

Spring,  1782,  the  Continental  Congress  is  bankrupt.  Unable  to 
pry  money  from  coffers  of  the  fiercely  independent  states,  its 
army  goes  ill-supplied  and  unpaid.  There  is  no  word  from  Ben 
Franklin  or  the  other  peace  negotiators  in  Paris  and  the  British, 
garrisoned  in  several  forts,  including  New  York  City,  maintain  a 
threatening  presence.  At  Newburgh,  New  York,  American  troops 
led  by  Colonel  Thomas  Pickering  threaten  to  mutiny  unless  they 
get  their  back-pay  and  there  is  talk  of  marching  to  Philadelphia 
and  taking  over.  Their  grievances  are  expressed  in  the  eloquent 
Newburgh  Letters  of  the  dashing  young  ex-officer  John  Armstrong 
(later  Madison's  Secretary  of  War).  Washington,  described  as  a 
master  of  public  relations,  uses  a  sentimental  ploy  to  head  off  the 
political  coup  which  could  have  liquidated  Congress  and  installed 
him  as  an  American  Cromwell. 

THE  12th  AMENDMENT 
BB  4010.02  27  minutes  $10.00 

As  the  U.S.  Constitution  was  originally  drafted,  a  presidential 
candidate  receiving  the  second-largest  number  of  votes  in  the 
electoral  college  was  named  vice-president.  Thus,  the  nation's 
second-highest  office  had  an  adversary  character  and  was  part  of 
the  system  of  checks  and  balances.  But  in  the  elections  of  1800, 
Jefferson  and  Burr  were  tied  with  73  votes  apiece  and  the  House 
of  Representatives  chose  Jefferson.  Burr's  career  was  ruined  by  his 
confrontation  with  Hamilton  and  the  power  of  the  vice-presidency 
was  never  recovered.  In  1804,  the  12th  Amendment  separated 
voting  for  tfie  two  offices  and  only  in  recent  years  has  the  vice- 
presidency  been  considered  politically  desireable.  Our  guide  to 
history  traces  other  unusual  voting  results  in  the  campaigns  of 
1824  and  1876  as  he  defends  the  electoral  college  system. 

THE  ANTI-DRAFT  RIOT  OF  1863 

BB  4010.03  27  minutes  $10.00 

A  New  York  City  riot  against  conscription  for  the  Union  Army 
was  as  violent  as  any  of  the  pitched  battles  of  the  Civil  War.  For 
two  weeks  during  July,  1863,  the  East  Side  of  Manhattan  was  in 
thehandsof  insurrectionists,  many  of  them  poor  Irish  immigrants; 
sabotage  and  terrorism  were  widespread  and  300  died  before 
federal  troops  finally  occupied  the  streets.  This  program  focuses 
on  the  political  and  social  causes  of  the  uprising;  the  poverty  and 
misery  of  the  Irish  and  agitation  by  provocateurs  from  the  Con- 
federacy. At  the  height  of  rioting,  a  recruitment  office  was  des- 
troyed and  artillery  was  used  against  the  mob. 

THE  PANIC  OF  1837 
BB  40 10. 04  28  minutes  $10.00 

The  story  of  one  of  the  worst  financial  crisis  in  American  history, 
touched  off  when  Andrew  Jackson  set  out  to  end  predominance 
of  Nicholas  Biddle's  Bank  of  the  United  States.  This  Philadelphia- 
based  bank  had  been  the  official  U.S.  depository  and  issued  bank 
notes  which  were  accepted  as  government  currency.  Jackson 
transferred  government  deposits  to  New  York  banks  and  a  new 
law  demanded  silver  or  gold  coins  be  used  for  trade.  This  crippled 
the  cotton  and  land  markets,  unemployment  became  seriously 
high,  and  in  1837,  with  depositors  breaking  down  the  doors,  all 
the  banks  closed  for  a  full  year.  Under  Martin  Van  Buren,  elected 
a  few  months  before  the  height  of  the  panic,  laws  restraining 
credit  and  creating  an  independent  U.S.  Treasury  were  established.

The  earliest  ruins,  a  primitive  king's  palace  circa  3000  BC, 
are  supplanted  by  less  ancient  remains,  each  lasting  a  few  hundred 
years  before  being  destroyed  by  fire,  and  replaced  by  a  succeeding 
culture's  habitations.  The  sixth  such  settlement  was  occupied  by 
invaders  from  the  East,  the  same  people  who  brought  the  Gree 
invaders  from  the  East,  the  same  people  who  brought  the  Greek 
language  to  what  became  Greece,  and  this  Troy  could  boast  sever- 
al thousand  people  with  an  architecture  that  rivalled  anything  in 
Greece.  They  carried  on  an  active  trade,  exchanging  horses  and 
homespun  yarn  for  precious  metals  and  other  goods  from  the 
outside  world,  until  the  city  was  destroyed  by  earthquake  about 
1300  BC. 

THE  7th  CITY 

BB  0784.02  54  minutes  $12.00 

Mr.  Page  continues  our  journey  into  antiquity  and  communicates 
his  fascination  with  the  Mediterranean  of  prehistory:  the  wine- 
dark  sea  wherein  spawned  the  culture  of  the  West.  He  tells  how 
Troy  was  re-built  for  the  seventh  time  and  by  1200  BC  it  was  a 
regular  port  of  call  for  Greek  trading  vessels,  which  ranged  from 
Asia  Minor  to  the  Nile  Delta.  Page  also  describes  an  ancient  docu- 
ment written  by  a  king  of  the  Hittites,  an  Old  Testament  tribe.  It 
tells  of  early  conflicts  between  Asian  kingdoms  and  Greeks  from 
the  island  of  Rhodes  and  substantiates  the  Iliad  in  historical  detail.

These 
cultures  were  destroyed  when  the  Dorians  invaded  and  Homer 
gives  no  indication  he  knew  anything  about  their  actual  govern- 
ment or  society.  Yet,  this  is  the  historical  period,  400  years  before 
his  time,  the  blind  poet  was  describing.

John  Griffiths  of  the  Yale  Law  School 
opposes  capital  punishment  but  criticizes  the  "cruel  and  unusual 
punishment"  argument  against  it.

The  pioneer 
civil  rights  leader  predicted:  "Either  the  U.S.  will  destroy  igno- 
rance or  ignorance  will  destroy  the  U.S. "

The  National  Transportation  Safety  Board 
said  the  crash  was  due  to  pilot  error.  But  Sherman  Skolnick,  a 
self  styled  investigator  who  exposed  the  corruption  of  Otto 
Kerner,  and  who  is  chairperson  of  the  Citizen's  Committee  to 
Clean  Up  the  Courts  in  Chicago,  contends  that  the  crash  was  part 
of  a  larger  conspiracy  by  the  CIA  to  overthrow  the  government. 
Some  of  Skolnick's  allegations;  the  pilot  died  before  the  crash 
from  cyanide  poisoning;  there  was  a  defect  in  the  altimeter;  and 
three  top  Nixon  officials  were  shortly  transferred  to  key  FAA, 
UAL  and  NTSB  positions.  This  program  investigates  Skolnick's 
investigation  and  attempts  to  pinpoint  those  facts  which  are  true 
and  those  that,  at  this  time,  are  conjecture.  A  very  interesting, 
incredibly  complex  program,  which  was  compiled  from  inter- 
views with  Skolnick,  and  reports  from  the  New  York  Times,  the 
Washington  Post,  The  Village  Voice,  The  New  York  Post,  Rolling 
Stone,  and  Zodiac  News  Service.

Getting  to  the  basics  — 

The  Ultimate  Theory? 

One  of  the  most  popular  theories  that 
many  analysts  have  used  to  explain  Water- 
gate is  the  "Cowboys-Yankees"  Theory— 
that  political  and  economic  power  in  the 
United  States  is  concentrated  in  the  hands 
of  two  groups.  First  is  the  Eastern  Estab- 
lishment, or  "Yankees",  who  control 
banking,  corporate  law  and  related  enter- 
prises. Their  foreign  investments  lie  mainly 
in  Europe  and  the  Middle  East  They  are 
represented  by  such  people  as  tthe 
Carnegies,  the  Harrimans,  the  Rockefellers, 
the  DuPonts.  the  Morgans  and  the  Astors. 
The  second  group,  located  mainly  in 
Florida,  Texas,  and  California,  is  the 
"Cowboys".  Their  interests  lie  mainly  in 
the  entertainment  and  defense  industries, 
organized  crime  and  real  estate.  The 
Cowboys  are  represented  by  such  people 
as  Bebe  Rebozo,  Roy  Ash,  H.  L.  Hunt. 
J.  Paul  Getty,  Howard  Hughes,  and  Frank 
Fitzsimmons  of  the  Teamsters,  Before 
World  War  II  the  country  was,  for  the 
most  part,  controlled  by  the  Yankees 
(old  money),  but  after  the  War,  the 
Cowboys  (new  money)  began  to  increase 
their  power  through  soaring  land  values 
in  California  and  Florida,  tremendous 
increases  in  the  defense  budget  and  the 
growth  of  the  entertainment  industry, 
they  also  gained  political  power.  Finally, 
in  1963,  one  of  their  own  became  presi- 
dent: Lyndon  B.  Johnson.  With 
Richard  M.  Nixon  as  President  the  Cowbi 
boys  have  been  able  to  consolidate  their 
power.  Watergate,  then,  is  an  attempt  by 
the  Yankees  to  gain  back  the  power  they 
lost  and  deal  the  Cowboys  an  injurious 
blow  economically  and  politically.

He  and  his  wife,  actress  Helene  Weigel, 
were  members  of  the  German  expatriate  community,  but  he  also 
sold  two  scripts  for  Hollywood,  wrote  some  radio  shows,  and  col- 
laborated with  Charles  Laughton  on  the  English  translation  of 
Galileo.  It  was  these  activities  that  attracted  the  Interest  of  the 
House  Un-American  Activities  Committee,  who  subpoenaed  him 
to  their  anti-communist  probe  in  Washington.  The  first  half  of  this 
documentary  contains  reminiscences  by  some  of  Brecht's  Holly- 
wood friends  with  personal  anecdotes.  The  second  part  is  selected 
testimony  from  the  HUAC  hearing  including  Brecht's  statement 
in  which  he  calls  for  freedom  of  speech  and  creative  expression. 


CITIZEN  HOWARD  FAST

Howard  Fast,  blacklisted  during  the  McCarthy  era,  kept  on  writing 
novels  and  short  stories,  eventually  turning  to  science  fiction 
where  political  dissent  found  a  publishing  haven  during  a  decade- 
long  "reign  of  terror."

In  the  U.S.,  this  obsession  with 
the  "dark,  unclean,  godlessness"of  communism  has  been  used  to 
justify  military  intervention  around  the  world,  proliferation  of  the 
armaments  business  and  sacrifice  of  freedom  at  home. 


GOOD  GUYS  AND  BAD  GUYS

Abe  Feinglass,  President  of  the  Amalgamated  Meatcutters  and 
Butcherworkmen  of  North  America,  explains  how  HUAC  divided 
labor  leaders  into  the  "good  guys"  who  passed  their  "litmus  test" 
of  Americanism  and  the  "bad  guys"  who  were  influenced  by 
"foreign  ideology  and  subversive  ideas",  such  as  racial  equality, 
collective  welfare,  peace  and  international  friendship.

OUR   LEGAL    COMMITMENT 
IN    SOUTHEAST    ASIA 


The  United  States'  commitment  in  S.E.  Asia  grew  Into  the  longest 
military  campaign  in  our  history  and  the  most  divisive  issue  of 
national  life  since  the  Civil  War  and  Reconstruction  Period.  There 
is  ample  evidence  to  suggest  that  Watergate,  its  unprecedented 
aftermath,  widespread  illicit  surveillance  by  government  security 
agencies,  and  the  crippling  economic  crisis,  all  stem  from  America's 
Indochina  nightmare.  The  White  House  still  argues  for  maintenance 
of  our  "pledge"  to  defend  that  part  of  the  world  from  aggression. 
But  what  of  this  commitment?  How  and  why  did  it  arise?  To 
grasp  the  answer,  we  must  know  the  story  of  the  Southeast  Asia 
Treaty  Organization  and  its  political  context. 

As  Dr.  Masamori  Kojima  holds  SEATO  up  to  the  cold  light  of 
objective  scrutiny,  the  pact  is  revealed  as  an  element  of  a  cold 
war  foreign  policy  predicated  by  containment  of  communism. 
Fearful  that  implementation  of  the  Geneva  Accords  meant  elec- 
tion of  the  revolutionary  leader  Ho  Chi  Minh,  Secretary  of  State 
John  Foster  Dulles  engineered  an  alliance  to  legitimize  military 
support  of  pro-Western  regimes  throughout  Indochina.  Thus, 
fighting  was  renewed  between  the  largely-rural  communist  guerilla 
forces  and  urban-centered  dictatorships,  increasingly  dependent 
on  U.S.  armed  might. 

Dr;  Kojima  provides  an  elaborate  historical  setting  for  these 
modern  events  ranging  from  the  Siamese  invasions  of  the  9th 
Century  to  the  rise  and  fall  of  European  colonial  influence.  He 
examines  at  length  the  special  role  played  by  Thailand  which 
escaped  colonization  by  aligning  itself  with  imperialist  powers. 
This  extensive  thirty-three  part  series,  recorded  in  1966,  exposes 
the  complex  forces  which  shaped  the  destiny  of  S.E.  Asia  and  is 
highly  relevant  to  contemporary  developments  in  America.

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DON  LUCE:  THE  CHANGING  WAR  IN  VIETNAM

Don  Luce,  an  agricultural  worker  in  Vietnam,  became  well-known 
when  he  persuaded  a  group  of  U.S.  Congressman  to  investigate 
the  Tiger  Cages  of  Con  Son  Island.  In  this  interview.  Luce  talks 
about  the  prisons,  the  prisoners,  and  the  repression  of  the  Thieu 
regime.  He  says  he  can  document  that  there  are  at  least  200,000 
political  prisoners  in  South  Vietnam,  but  that  the  Saigon  govern- 
ment covers  the  figure  by  "re-defining"  prison  sentences,  i.e. 
prisoners  will  now  be  classified  as  criminals.  Luce  also  talks  about 
'America's  apathy  towards  the  Vietnam  situation,  and  suggests 
ways  in  which  people  can  affect  the  situation.  Luce  is  extremely 
soft-spoken,  but  what  he  says  is  powerful.  1973.

As  the  outcry  against  the  war  in  Southeast  Asia  grew  strong,  the 
government  began  a  series  of  tactics  intended  to  stifle  dissent 
and  intimidate  activists.  In  this  interview,  Vern  Countryman  of 
the  National  Committee  to  Abolish  HUAC  discusses  the  strategy 
which  included  drafting  anti-war  workers  and  indictments  against 
peace  spokesmen  like  Dr.  Benjamin  Spock  and  the  Rev.  Sloan 
Coffin.

INSURRECTION  CITY:  MAYDAY  1971

Monday,  May  3,  1971.  Tens  of  thousands  of  men  and  women 
attempted  to  block  rush  hour  traffic  in  Washington,  D.C.,  in  frantic 
protest  against  the  continuing  bloodshed  in  Southeast  Asia.  The 
loosely-organized  group's  tactic  was  non-violent  civil  disobedience: 
illegal  but  peaceful  acts  of  assembly  in  an  attempt  to  shutdown 
government  operations.  Their  action  was  met  by  a  specially-mobil- 
ized force  of  D.C.  police  and  National  Guardsmen.  In  the  largest 
one-day  mass  arrest  for  an  incident  in  U.S.  history,  7,000  people 
were  charged  and  1,700  locked  up  in  a  football  stadium  without 
food,  medical  or  legal  assistance.  Bruce  Soloway,  one  of  those  ar- 
rested, recorded  this  program  from  inside  the  stadium,  dubbed 
Insurrection  City.  Sensitive  language. 


AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  DANIEL  BERRIGAN

THE  WINTER  SOLDIER 
INVESTIGATION 

"These  are  times  that  try  men's  souls.  The  summer  soldier  and  the 
sunshine  patriot  will,  in  this  crisis,  shrink  from  the  services  of  his 
country;  but  he  that  stands  it  now,  deserves  the  love  and  thanks 
of  men  and  women."  -  Thomas  Paine,  The  Crisis. 

February,  1971.  Freezing  winds  swept  along  the  ice-chol<ed  De- 
troit River  and  the  bleal<,  gray  Michigan  sl<y  gave  no  promise  of 
spring.  But  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river,  at  the  University  of 
Windsor,  the  blood  was  chilled  by  testimony  about  a  faraway  land 
of  brilliant  sun  and  steaming  jungle. 

More  than  100  honorably  discharged  Vietnam  veterans  gathered 
in  the  twin  cities  to  give  witness  to  US  military  policies  they  con- 
sidered to  be  war  crimes.  The  hearings  took  place  on  both  sides 
of  the  border  because  Vietnamese,  from  the  North  and  South,  had 
been  denied  visas  to  enter  the  U.S. 

Former  USAF  Captain  Al  Hubbard,  spokesman  for  Winter  Soldier, 
explained  the  investigation  was:  ".  .  .  to  demonstrate  to  America 
that  My  Lai  was  not  an  isolated  incident,  but  one  of  hundreds  of 
war  crimes,  and  that  the  responsibility  cannot  be  diverted  from 
the  U.S.  higher  commands  to  the  men  in  the  field." 

In  other  words,  it's  not  the  Calleys  or  Medinas  who  are  to  blame 
but  the  generals  in  Vietnam  and  Washington,  and  the  civilians  in 
command.  The  evidence  presented  led  Senator  George  McGovern 
and  nine  other  Congressmen  to  demand  Congressional  investiga- 
tion of  the  allegations.  The  three-day  Winter  Soldier  investigation 
was  recorded  in  its  entirety  by  Pacifica:

WESTMORELAND  WANTED  BODIES

Larry  Rotman,  former  information  officer  for  the  25th  Infantry 
Division,  testifies  he  heard  General  Westmoreland  call  for  "more 
bodies"  and  that  body  counts,  usually  fictitious,  became  an  "ob- 
session" which  could  give  a  Gl  "five  days  in  Honolulu  with  the 
wife  and  kids"  for  killing  an  armed  Vietnamese.  Rotman,  whose 
stories  were  censored  when  he  was  a  lieutenant,  says,  "We  speak 
now  because  we  have  to,  it's  as  simple  as  that."  Former  paratrooper 
Phillip  Wingenback  tells  of  helping  to  fire  into  a  defenseless  village 
where  18  civilians  were  killed.  Unlike  My  Lai,  this  action  never 
attracted  attention.  He  says,  "It  was  fun  to  shoot  people,  the 
173rd  loved  to  kill." 

TORTURE  AND  MURDER

Michael  Yule,  former  lieutenant  of  the  Military  Intelligence,  11th 
Brigade,  Americal  Division,  describes  the  systematic  use  of  beat- 
ings and  electrical  torture  of  non-combatants  by  U.S.  personnel. 
He  tells  of  counter-intelligence  agents  pistol-whipping  innocent 
farmers  and  children.  Richard  Dell,  formerly  of  the  1st  Armored 
Cavalry,  says  it  was  customary  to  plant  evidence  of  enemy  am- 
munition to  justify  burning  civilian  "hootches"  or  to  confiscate 
the  all-important  ID  card  of  villagers.  They  could  then  be  shot 
with  impunity  to  swell  the  body  count. 

RACISM  AND  HATE 
BB  4043. 03  30  minutes  $11.00 

"If  they  were  all  dead  there  wouldn't  be  a  war  and  we  could  all 
go  home."  This  was  the  sentiment  shared  by  many  Gl's,  voiced  by 
Gary  Battles.  While  a  member  of  the  11th  Lt.  Infantry,  he  saw 
his  buddies  throw  an  80  year-old  woman  and  a  seven  year-old  girl 
down  a  well,  followed  by  two  hand  grenades.  Nathan  Hale,  name- 
sake of  a  revolutionary  hero,  a  torture-interrogator,  was  told  that 
it  was  right  to  get  information  by  any  means  necessary.  After 
leaving  Vietnam,  he  came  to  the  decision  that  what  he  had  done 
was  wrong,  that  it  was  racist,  if  easier,  to  hate  yellow  people. 
David  Locke,  a  veteran  of  the  20th  Brigade,  testified  that  what 
happened  to  Calley  could  have  happened  to  25-30%  of  the 
soldiers  who  went  into  combat.

CONSPIRACY  IN  THE  FIELDS

This  is  a  report  on  the  struggle  between  the  United  Farnn  Workers 
and  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Teamsters.  Fred  Ross,  a 
UFW  organizer,  details  the  UFW's  organizational  efforts  from  1 967 
to  the  present  and  analyzes  the  Teamster's  secret  contracts  with 
75%  of  the  grape  growers.  Lowell  Bergman,  a  Movement  journalist, 
states  the  Teamster  position  vis  a  vis  the  farm  workers  which  is 
that  UFW  has  failed  to  represent  the  farm  workers  and 
that  the  Teamsters  have  petitions  from  large  numbers  of  workers 
wanting  Teamster  affiliation.  The  program  also  explores  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  Nixon  administration  in  the  conflict.  Sensitive  lan- 
guage. 

STRIKE  AT  BORON

A  comprehensive  report  on  the  International  Longshoremen  and 
Wharehousemen's  Union  Local  30  strike  against  U.S.  Borax  in 
June,  1974.  Included  are  interviews  with  officials  of  Local  30,  a 
member  of  the  union  negotiating  committee,  the  director  of  pub- 
lic relations  of  U.S.  Borax,  and  many  workers  and  citizens  of  the 
town  of  Boron,  California,  where  U.S.  Borax  is  located.  Much 
more  than  an  examination  of  the  strike,  this  report  covers  the 
functions  of  U.S.  Borax,  the  social  structure  of  the  city  (domi- 
nated by  unions),  and  police  harassment.  Produced  Summer,  1974. 
Sensitive  language. 

BLACK  LABOR  STRUGGLES  REMEMBERED 
BC  1962  22  minutes  $10.00 

John  Williams  has  been  a  member  of  the  Teamsters  Union  for 
more  than  25  years.  A  Black  man,  union  organizer.  Teamster  of- 
ficial, and  progressive  thinker  are  his  credentials  as  he  recounts 
his  experiences  in  the  labor  movement.  Commenting  on  the  state 
of  the  economy,  he  concludes  economics  will  continue  to  be  at 
the  heart  of  labor  struggles,  especially  for  the  Black  worker. 

SONGS  OF  SOLIDARITY 

SB  4 130  67  minutes  $  14. 00 

An  easy-going  trip  through  American  labor  history  using  workers 
songs  as  guideposts.  Dr.  Archie  Green,  labor  historian, gives  a  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  audience  an  outline  of  salient  struggles  from  the 
past,  beginning  with  the  strike  by  Maine  fishermen  in  1638,  and 
concludes  with  recordings  of  eight  songs  of  solidarity  by  various 
folk  artists. 

CLASS  WAR  IN  GREAT  BRITAIN 
BC1735  59  minutes  $13.00 

The  British  coal  miners'  story.  Their  history  and  the  crucial  role 
they  played  in  labor's  1974  election  victories.  Pacifica  spent  three 
weeks  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  recorded  miner's  opinions, 
reminiscences  and  their  songs.  The  documentary,  updated  after 
the  1974  general  elections,  combines  good  labor  history  with  a 
cultural  protrayal  of  the  British  miner. 

WORKER  CONTROL  IN  YUGOSLAVIA

Neil  Herrick  reports  on  a  tour  of  Yugoslavia  and  other  European 
countries  where  he  studied  labor  conditions.  Under  a  plan  to  de- 
crease the  federal  government's  role  in  the  socialist  state,  workers 
in  Yugoslavia  have  been  given  control  of  the  means  of  production. 
Decisions  on  wages,  production  policy,  etc.,  are  made  by  14  to  18 
person  units  in  factories  and  research  institutes.  Herrick  also 
studied  experiments  in  other  countries  with  non-authoritarian 
methods  and  "production  teams"  intended  to  develop  young 
employees'  desire  to  learn  and  use  new  skills. 


IS  ANTHROPOLOGY  ALIVE?

The  myth  of  academic  neutrality  is  exploded  by  Gerald  Berremau, 
Professor  of  Anthropology  at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley,  as  he  attacks  the  complicity  of  anthropologists  and 
other  social  scientists  in  the  Indochina  War  effort.  He  quotes 
from  C.  Wright  Mills,  Paul  Baran  and  Noam  Chomsky  illustrating 
the  position  that  it  is  the  duty  of  intellectuals  to  inquire  into  the 
ultimate  consequences  of  their  work  for  mankind.  The  question 
that  looms  is,  in  view  of  U.S.  atrocities  in  Southeast  Asia,  are 
value-free  professors  preparing  students  to  serve  in  an  Auschwitz 
of  the  future?  Recorded  1967. 

THE  DILEMMA  OF  MODERN  MAN

Man  has  a  dilemma:  it  is  a  simple  question  which  requires  a  simple 
answer.  Anthropologist  Ashley  Montagu  says  we  must  choose  be- 
tween two  alternatives:  to  be  a  monster  (which  most  people  choose) 
or  to  realize  our  potentialities  as  human  beings.  Montagu  presents 
his  findings  as  to  how  we  got  into  this  situation,  by  tracing  the 
role  of  religion,  especially  in  the  last  1000  years,  and  by  summing 
up  the  development  of  the  human  character.  Recorded  1965. 

PRESCRIPTION  FOR  SURVIVAL

In  November  1968  when  the 
National  Democratic  Party  of  Alabama  (NDPA)  sought  to  run  an 
integrated  slate  of  candidates,  they  were  refused  a  place  on  the 
ballot  in  Greene  County  despite  a  Supreme  Court  order.  After  the 
election,  the  Supreme  Court  ordered  a  special  election  in  Greene 
County  with  the  NDPA  candidates  on  the  ballot.  Six  Blacks  were 
elected  to  office.  This  documentary,  with  speeches,  church  meet- 
ings, and  the  voices  of  the  people  involved  in  the  first  significant 
test  of  the  Voting  Rights  Act,  is  an  audio  history  of  Black  people 
asserting  their  rights  and  establishing  a  turning  point  in  Southern 
politics.

STEPPING  ON  THE  TOES  OF  THE  STATUS  QUO

Is  there  a  place  for  civil  disobedience  within  electoral  politics? 
Mrs.  Medgar  Evers  says  there  is  and  points  to  her  campaign  to  re- 
present the  24th  Congressional  District  in  Southern  California  as 
an  example.  Widow  of  a  civil  rights  martyr,  she  sees  an  opportunity 
for  non-violent  protest  in  running  for  office.  1971. 


THIS   LITTLE  LIGHT 


These  twelve  programs  tell  the  story  of  that  summer  in  Mississippi. 
Freedom  riders,  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  burning  churches  and  voter 
registration.  A  thousand  college  kids  who  went  south  in  1964  and 
the  people  who  were  there  to  begin  with.  Black  and  white  learn- 
ed from  each  other.  It  is  now  a  part  of  our  history. 


THE  NEW  NEGRO 

BB  4425.01  30  minutes  $12.00 

It  was  James  Foreman  who  said  the  "new  Negro"  chose  to  stay 
in  (or  return  to)  the  South,  rather  than  live  in  the  ghettoes  of  the 
North.  This  program  presents  the  voices  of  change:  a  Black  veteran 
of  Korea  who  took  his  brothers  to  the  movies  and  despite  a 
threatening  mob,  integrated  his  hometown  theater;  the  father  of 
seven  children  who  said  "they'll  have  to  shoot  me  out  of  politics." 
They  could  not  be  silenced  by  the  like  of  Senators  Stennis  and 
Eastland,  who  charged  "outside  agitators"  had  stirred  up  the  share- 
croppers and  laundry-women  of  the  delta.  Those  sharecroppers 
were  talking  about  "one  man,  one  vote,"  they  were  talking  about 
"Uhuru." 

VALLEY  VIEW,  MISSISSIPPI 

BB  4425. 02  29  minutes  $  12. 00 

A  hard,  uncompromising  look  at  a  bleak  little  rural  community  a 
few  miles  northeast  of  Canton,  Mississippi.  We  hear  a  mother  who 
sharecrops  with  her  husband  on  a  tiny  farm  without  electricity. 
Eighteen  hour  days  are  not  unusual.  "I  can't  think  of  anything 
harder  less  they  hitch  us  up  to  ploughs."  The  kids,  who  start  work- 
ing in  the  fields  for  $2.50  a  day  when  they  are  ten  years  old,  are 
asked  what  they  want  to  be,  where  they  want  to  go.  Most  doubt 
they  will  ever  become  doctors  or  teachers,  and  one  answers  he 
just  wants  to  go  to  the  North  Pole.  It's  as  far  away  from  Mississippi 
as  he  can  imagine  getting. 

HARMONY:  AN  OASIS 

BB  4425. 03  30  minu tes  $12.00 

Less  than  20  miles  from  the  scene  of  the  murder  of  three  civil 
rights  workers  is  a  self-reliant  Black  community  called  Harmony. 
Eight  Black  families  bought  a  large  parcel  of  land  in  the  1890's. 
They  built  and  ran  Mississippi's  first  Black  public  school  and  it  set 
education  standards  until  1954  when  the  state  reacted  to  school 
desegregation  orders  to  end  a  "separate  but  equal  policy"  that 
shortchanged  Black  children.  With  the  help  of  the  NAACP  and 
Medger  Evers,  inadequate  education  was  boycotted.  Despite  eco- 
nomic pressures,  physical  intimidation  and  official  foot-dragging, 
the  struggle  continued.  A  portrait  of  Harmony:  100  Black  people 
building  their  community. 

THE  INVASION 

BB  4425. 04  30  minu  tes  $12.00 

About  1,000  civil  rights  workers,  most  of  them  young,  idealistic 
northerners,  came  to  Mississippi  in  the  long,  hot  summer  of  1964. 
They  were  not  welcomed  by  the  police,  the  white  politicians, 
those  with  a  stake  in  the  status  quo.  Three  of  them  started  a  free- 
dom school  in  Neshoba  County  and  paid  with  their  lives.  James 
Chaney,  Michael  Schwerner  and  Andrew  Goodman  were  beaten, 
shot,  and  their  bodies  hidden.  Conspiracy  charges  against  21  men, 
including  two  cops  and  a  Baptist  minister,  were  dropped  after  a 
week.  The  story  of  what  happened  and  the  reaction  of  fellow 
workers  and  town  folks. 

THE  FREEDOM  SCHOOLS

Forty  schools  were  established  to  develop  a  working  sense  of 
democracy,  to  encourage  students  to  discover  their  Black  heritage 
and  learn  to  challenge  authority,  activities  not  tolerated  in  the 
state  schools.  This  program  contains  interviews  with  educator 
Staughton  Lynd,  a  graduate  student  from  Harvard,  and  students 
who  reveal  how  their  attitudes  toward  education  and  the  oppor- 
tunities for  them  are  changing. 


THE  SHAW  BOYCOTT 

BB  4425.06  31  minutes  $12.00 

The  school  year  for  Black  students  was  geared  to  cotton  produc- 
tion: long  vacations  in  the  spring  and  fall  so  they  could  chop  and 
harvest.  Everyone's  job  was  dependent  on  cotton  and  the  small 
delta  community  of  Shaw  still  looked  like  those  photos  of  Depres- 
sion America  by  Ben  Shahn  and  Walker  Evans.  Two  high-school 
kids  were  expelled  for  trying  to  integrate  the  bus  station,  and  1600 
students  walked  out  in  protest.  Later,  classes  were  boycotted  when 
white  civil  rights  workers  were  refused  service  in  the  school  cafe- 
teria. Out  of  these  actions  the  Mississippi  Student  Union  emerged 
and,  as  a  student  put  it:  "It  helped  me  get  involved  and  started 
me  thinking." 


THE  RIGHT  TO  VOTE

Blacks  make  up  42%  of  the  Mississippi  population;  in  some  coun- 
ties they  are  the  majority.  Yet  in  1964,  most  could  not  even  regis- 
ter to  vote.  Blacks  had  been  systematically  excluded  from  political 
life  in  the  South  since  the  end  of  Reconstruction  and  the  usual 
method  of  intimidation  -  beatings,  arson,  lynchings  -  was  known 
as  the  Mississippi  Plan.  Fanny  Lou  Hamer  tells  of  the  personal  tor- 
ture she  suffered,  "I  was  beaten  til  I  was  hard  as  metal."  The 
struggle  for  the  vote  was  seen  by  Black  and  white  as  revolutionary.

VOTER  REGISTRATION 

31  minutes 


$12.00 
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By  1964,  there  were  more  than  425,000  Black  Mississippians  eli- 
gible to  vote,  but  only  about  20,000  were  registered.  Blacks  had 
been  denied  suffrage  by  a  system  of  so-called  "literacy"  tests 
which  asked  for  detail  of  the  state  constitution  or  other  obscure 
information.  The  Freedom  Democratic  Party  held  a  series  of  pre- 
cinct and  county  meetings  to  mobilize  support  for  challenging  the 
"official"  Democratic  organization.  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  of 
the  Southern  Christian  Leadership  Conference  is  heard  on  "the 
sacred  right  to  vote." 

SEPARATE  CONVENTIONS

Selected  speeches  are  intercut  from  the  "official"  Mississippi 
Democratic  Convention  and  the  Freedom  Party's  Convention.  At 
the  former,  where  no  Blacks  were  in  attendance,  delegates  were 
warned  about  the  "skillful  propagandists"  of  the  TV  network 
news-teams,  were  told  "the  segregation  way  is  the  Christian  way" 
and  that  "the  forces  of  communism,  atheism,  immortality, integra- 
tion and  lawlessness  stand  at  our  gates."  The  Freedom  Democratic 
Convention  heard  "Negroes  of  this  generation  refuse  to  accomo- 
date themselves  to  segregation"  and  that  the  "accomodating  type 
of  Negro  leadership"  was  finished. 

ATLANTIC  CITY 

BB  4425.10  32  minutes  $12.00 

The  Freedom  Democrats  tried  to  get  seating  as  delegates  at  the 
National  Convention,  but  their  cause  was  doomed  by  the  party's 
fear  of  alienating  Dixiecrats.  Argument  was  given  by  both  sides 
with  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  urging  recognition  as  "essential  to 
the  moral  health  of  this  party  and  the  nation."  Finally,  a  com- 
promise whereby  the  Freedom  Party  would  be  given  two  votes  "at 
large"  was  offered  and  rejected.  Demonstrations  were  held  out- 
doors and  inside  the  hall,  but  the  convention  which  nominated 
Lyndon  Johnson  unanimously  had  made  its  decision. 


WHAT  WAS  ACCOMPLISHED

Bob  Moses  of  COFO  comments  on  what  was  achieved  during  the 
summer  of  1964.  He  says  Black  people  no  longer  felt  totally  iso- 
lated in  their  struggle  for  justice  and  equality,  leadership  developed, 
and  communities  opened  up  so  whites  could  live  and  work  with 
Blacks.  Mississippi  was  no  longer  a  "closed  society"  despite  the 
violence  and  resentment  of  Governor  Paul  Johnson  and  other 
white  racists.  A  day  in  the  life  of  a  volunteer  white  woman  Is  de- 
scribed and  one  worker  comments:  "We  wanna  change  the  world 
overnight ...  we  get  a  little  frustrated  sometimes."  The  installment 
ends  with  a  dramatic  memorial  service  for  civil  rights  martyr 
James  Chaney. 

SUMMING  UP

Professor  James  Silver,  author  of  The  Closed  Society,  details  the 
climate  of  violence  and  fear  the  white  power  structure  institution- 
alized in  Mississippi  and  how  their  totalitarian  regime  was  weaken- 
ed by  the  volunteers  and  courageous  local  citizens.  He  describes 
economic  changes  being  wrought  by  mechanized  farming  and  calls 
for  more  federal  laws  to  protect  the  Black  workers.  But  Silver  al- 
so speaks  in  favor  of  people  setting  up  alternatives  as  a  tactic  to 
bring  fundamental  change  to  America  as  the  civil  rights  movement 
broadens  in  scope.

Lou  Smith,  President  of  Operation  Bootstrap;  Pat  Gorak  and 
Tommy  Jackson,  U.C,  Irvine  students;  and  Mark  Schoenberg, 
Beverly  Hills  High  School  student;  discuss  the  Bootstrap  philoso- 
phy of  developing  a  communications  base  between  the  Black 
Ghetto  and  the  White  Ghetto.  Bootstrap  hopes  to  accomplish  this 
not  through  the  leaders  of  the  communities,  but  through  the 
people  themselves.

PAUL  ROBESON:  WORLD  CITIZEN

Robeson  defines  his 
attitude  toward  socialism  and  discusses  the  problems  of  emerging 
African  nations  in  the  late  1950's.

In  common  with  Indians  throughout  America,  the  Pit  River  Tribe 
lost  its  land  to  war,  fraud,  drought,  flooding,  and  more  recently  to 
the  giant  PG&E  power  corporation.

LIFE  AND  DEATH  OF  THE  IMPERIAL  HOTEL

Ironically,  it  fell  to 
the  wrecker's  ball  in  1968  to  make  way  for  a  tasteless  Hilton  high- 
rise  tower.  Architect  Carey  James,  author  of  The  Imperial  Hotel 
Frank  Lloyd  Wright  and  the  Architecture  of  Unity,  tells  this  in 
triguing  story. 


ASK  THE  MAN  WHO  OWNS  ONE

Several  of  those  who  had  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  design  homes  or 
buildings  for  them  provide  humorous  and  revealing  anecdotes. 
Among  them  are  science  fiction  writer  and  producer  Arch  Oboler, 
who  fell  in  love  with  Wright's  Robie  House  in  Chicago's  Hyde 
Park  area  as  a  boy,  and  later  commissioned  a  Wright  design  in  the 
Santa  Monica  mountains.  The  great  man  often  took  an  imperious 
attitude  toward  clients  ("This  is  our  house  and  I  will  teach  you  to 
live  in  it."),  and  he  preferred  to  design  the  landscaping,  furniture 
and  even  clothing  of  occupants  whenever  possible  to  avoid  what, 
to  his  eyes,  would  be  clashing  incongruities.  When  the  president 
of  Johnson's  Wax  complained  that  his  skylight  leaked  roofing  tar 
and  rainwater  on  him,  Wright's  advice  was  to  move  his  chair. 

THE  WORLD'S  GREATEST  ARCHITECT

This  was  how  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  (under  oath,  in  a  property  tax 
case)  described  himself.  Heard  here,  is  his  partner,  Aaron  Green, 
insisting  he  was  not  an  egotist  and  that  many  feel  his  place  in 
history  is  assured  on  the  basis  of  his  1895-1910  period  alone; 
others  compare  him  to  Freud  and  Darwin  in  his  effect  on  the 
culture  of  the  20th  century.

The  Pacifica 
Foundation  now 
owns  four  non-profit 
educational  FM  radio  stations: 
KPFA,  Berkeley,  California,  KPFK, 
Los  Angeles,  California,  WBAI,  New  York, 
New  York,  KPFT,  Houston,  Texas;  and  a  news 
bureau  in  Washington,  D.C.  Extending  an  "open  microphone"
